Convenient and concealed

The gardener always has uses for 
soil from a _ géod compost pile. 
Many gardeners consider such piles 
unsightly and do not maintain one 
despite the fact ‘that it is an eco- 
nomical method ‘of obtaining true 

| , humus 

One can, however, have a compost 

pile that is both convenient and 
concealed by the simple method of 
keeping it in a barrel, as shown in 

. today’s Garden-Graph. When a 

tight barrel or open-headed drum is 
used for this purpose, holes should 
be punched in the 
drainage. 

Old weeds which have not form- 
ed seeds, grass clippings, vegetable 
sops, raked leaves, plant tops, sods 
hay, straw and manure can be used 
for a compost pile in a barrel. The 
method is simple. First, a layer of 
garden refuse, then a layer of soil, 

as illustrated. Wood ashes or a 

few hundsful of lime can be added 

from time to time. 
Forking over a compost pile two

it down well in hot weather aids 
decomposition.

ada. In Saskatchewan alone, the 
Soils Department has mapped 900,000 | 
acres as alkaline soils.. ‘This does | 
not inciude areas too small to indi- | 
cate on the scale of mapping used, | 
nor does it include the Yorkton series 
associated with local saline areas. 


In irrigation -areas much valuable | 
land has been ruined by the appear-, 
ance of salts in excessive quantities. | 
The remedy unquestionably is to get 
rid of the excess salts by flooding’! 
and dtainage. Such projects often 
involve considerable work and re- 
quite community action. { 


It‘ is evaporation which causes the 
appearance of alkali at or near the 
surface. Where a high water table, 
exists, frequent cultivation checks the 
evaporation and may be sufficient 
where the alkali is light. A root or! 
hood crop is quite satisfactory where 
the surface is kept in the condition of 
a loose, dry mulch. Cover crops 
such as alfalfa check surface evap-, 
oration and are satisfactory where 
the concentrations are, only light. 
Deep ploughing is well advised since 
lalkali is usually concentrated near 
\the surface. 


Where the alkaline areas are small 
the condition may be corrected by 


heavy applications of barnyard man-! 


ure. This method has proven suc- 
hecyaatepe especially where seVeral ap- 
| plications havé been made over a 
period of two or three years. 

Plants differ markedly in their to!- | 
|erance of alkaline conditions. Some 
crops thrive on soil so impregnated 
with soluble salts that the majority | 
of crops could not survive.

ward transfer of alkali salts. 


Sweet clover ranks fairly high in| 
its tolerance of alkali. It will grow 
welt on soils containing as much as 
0.8 per cent of soluble salts. In ad- 
dition to providing feed for livestock, 
it has considerable merit in the im- 
provement of certain salts for the’ 
production of other crops. 

Of the cereal crops, barley is more 
tolerant than oats or wheat. if the 
crop is grown for hay rather. than 
grain these crops can be grown on 
soils with higher salt concentrations.

Many writers have tried to give an 
explanation of Hitler's apparent. suc- 
cess in carrying out his program pre- 
‘cisely 48 outlined by him years be- 
fore in his book “Mein Kampf’, says 
the Prescott (Ont.) Journal. — 

But let us look at the actual facts. 
It can be proved that Hitler did not 
| do well.at school; he was a “dud” in 
his chosen’ work of painting; was 
merely a médiocre paper-hanger; in 
fact, was a failure in everything he 
tried to get an honest living at! 

But let any man—even such a poor, 
benighted specimen as Hitler— get a 
dominant objective and devote every 
energy to the attainment of that ob- 
jective, and you have a force there 
that will stop at nothing. 

Of course, this gne-track, single- 
minded purpose of Hitler’s is making 
him a maniac, as it has done of 
- others in past history, who have de- 
voted such energy? to forces of de- 
struction, and this will eventually 
‘ cause his defeat. To carry out his 
single-minded objective, Hitler disre- 
garded every moral, civic and eco: 
nomic law. A little thing like money, 
murder or government red tape did 
not defer bim from attaining any im- 

mediate objective. .If he wanted dif- 
ferent leaders in some sections of his 
group, the leaders were changed, even 
if the old ones had to be shot; if he 
wanted more airplanes, money did 
not figure in the question and the 
only limit to production was the mia- 
terials and labor available, and his 
entire program was carried out on 
this basis. 

While not advocating the methods 
of Hitler in their entirety, it is ne- 
_cessary to come back to essentials if 
a successful fight is to be waged 
against this false leader of Germany. 
The British government is realizing 
this as ovidenced by recent mobiliza- 
tion of the countrys’ materials, man 
power and industrial capacity. The 
leaders are being changed—not by 
the Hitler method—but with the same 
effect and such men as Churchill, 
Béaverbrook and Morrison are disre- 
garding red tape and getting things 
done that need to be done, regardless. 
Canada is following England's ex- 
ample with the recent mobilization 
bill and as evidenced by a statement 
in government release in speaking -of

70,000 RECRUITS FOR 
NON-PERMANENT MILITIA 


Ottawa. All across Canada young 
men these days are turning to part- 
time soldiery and swelling by many 
thousands the ranks of the non-per- 
manent active militia before volun- 
tary enlistment in militia units is 
suspended August 13th. 

Ninety-one infantry battalions have 
been authorized to recruit to full war- 
time strength, along with 85 batteries 
of artiliery, and are carrying ou 
training at local headquarters all 
across Canada. 

Total N.P.A.M. strength of these 
units on June 20 was 8,000 and it has 
now jumped to about 70,000, a na- 
tional defence department spokesman 
told the Canadian Press. 

In addition some specialized units 
such as the Army Service Corps also 
have beer. ordered to war strength. 

More specialized units will start 
recruiting to war establishment when 


facilities for training in their particu- | 


lar branches become available, the 
defence spokesman said.

ada. Ten thousand mail bags, each 
weighing about 80 pounds and filled 
|to capacity with cards and forms on 
which all male and female citizens in 
Canada will register, were used to 
jcomplete these ‘shipments,

James G, Gardiner, is pushing Na- 
tional Registration ahead at record 
speed. Starting with British Colum- 
bia and the Yukon, the required forms 
jand cards for registration have been 
sent to Registrars in each federal 
constituency in all provinces. Mail 
| bess were despatched at a rate of 
heme 800 per day, comprising an av- 
jerage daily shipment of about 40 tons. 

Shipping of the material was gear- 
ed to meet the daily ‘output by the 
Government Printing Bureau, where

ACT IS NOW REVISED 


The Canadian Wheat Board an- 
nounced today the plans for the regu- 
| lation of grain deliveries made neces- 
sary by elevator congestion and car 
j shor tage. The Canadian Wheat” Board 
Act has been revised, giving the 
,Board power “to regulate deliverics 
| of all kinds of grain by producers to 
country elevators, loading platforn:s, 
mill elevators and terminal elevators 
and to fix the maximum amounts of 
any kind of grain that a producer 
may so deliver in any period of time 


and to prescribe penalties to be suf-: 


fered by any producer who delivers 
or attempts to deliver any grain 
otherwise than in accordance with the 
Board’s regulations herein author- 
ized.” ; 

The plan adopted is designed to 
give ali producers, as far as possible, 
their equitable share of all the stor- 
age space that is available. If regu- 


Board does not guarantee that there 
will be immediate space in the coun- 
try for acceptance of these quotas, 
but is confident that if farmers will 
co-operate they will each get a fair 
share of their crops into market.

have the prior right to possession of 
the permit, although.the matter of 
priority of delivery is one to be de- 
cided by the various parties entitled 
to the proceeds of the farm. 

There will be no restrictions placed 
jon the delivery ‘of rye and flaxseed, 
Farmers are at liberty to market 
these wherever and whenever space is 
available, but the Board urges that 
farmers deliver no more than their 
usual quantities of these grains.
